Regarding Illegitimate 
Children Reinstated To .. 
State Welfare Rolls 


Figures made available from the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare are sometimes capable of be- 
ing misconstrued and require elab- 
oration or correction. 

Recent accounts in the press to 
the effect that an estimated 3,000 
illegitimaté children have been 
reinstated to the welfare rolls pre- 
sents a ease in point. From the 
low of 33,568 children receiving 
Aid to Dependent Children as of . 
June 30, 1956, to the 36,712 child- 
ren receiving such aid as of Jan- 
uary 31, 1957, there ise indicated 
an increase of 3,144 children re- 
ceiving assistance. The deduction 
that represents only reinstatement 
of illegitimate children is in error. 
The fact is that in the period cov- 
ered only 549 children were in 
the 175 homes determined by the 
County Boards of Public Welfare 
to be suitable and that these fig- 
ures INCLUDED ALL ILLEGITY 
MATES REINSTATED. 

In the period June 30, 1956, 
through January 31, 1957, a total 
of 3,300 families with 10,346 
children were approved for Aid 
to Dependent Children. Three 
reasons for such approval ex- 
ceeded in number the unsuitable 
homes reinstated by County 
Boards of Public Welfare: 

1,753 families with 5,496 chil- 
dren lost income or other resour- 
jces; 702 families with 2,201 child- 
-ren had been living below the 
Welfare Department burget stan; 
dards for longer than six months; 
289 families with 906 children 
were transferred from one county 
to another or had a change of 
payee. 

As contrasted with 3,300 cases 
approved for Aid to Dependent 
Children involving 10,346 child 
ren, the number of cases closed 
was 2,463 involving 7,313 children. 
The net increase for the period 
represented 837 homes with 3,033 
children. This reconciles with the 
net increase of 3,144 children in- 
dicated above when suspensions 
because of temporary employ- 
ment are taken into consideration.
